Now his legatioa had this for its first ob- 


ject—rtiat it should be a public testimonial

-01 nee nigh esteem in which we hold those 
•5*10 administer the government ot tlie re- 
public, for ho was to assist in our name at 
the dedication ol tho universal exposition 
held in the city of Chicago, in which 'we 
ourselves, by tho courteous invitation of its 
directors, have taken part. 


But bib legation had this also tor iti pur- 


pose: that our presence should be made, as, 
it were, perpetual among you by the per- 
manent establishmeivtof an apostolic dolc- 
Kation at Washington. By this we have 
manifestly declared not only that we lovo 
your nation equally with those most flour- 
ishing countries to which wo have been ac- 
customed to send representatives vested 
with, our authority, but also^hatwe vehe- 
mently desire that the bonds of mutual re 
lationship binding you and your faithful 
people with us, as children with turn 
fiither, should grow closer every day. Xor 
was it a small comfort to our heart that 
this new act of our care in^your legnrd vi iis 
lollowed by a general outpouring ol thanks, 
and affection towards us. 


Now, in our fraternal solicitude for your 


well-being, -we had above all given com- 
mand to the archbishop of Lcpnnto that ho 
should use all his endeavors, and all the 
skill of his fraternal charity, for tht- extir- 
pation of all the germs of dissentiou devel- 
oped in the too well known controversies 
concerning tho proper instruction of Cath- 
olic youths; a dissension whose flume was 
fanned by various writings published 
on both sides.. . 


Theae commands of ours our venerable 


brother fully complied with; and in the 
month of November of last year, he re- 
paired to New York, wbeve there had as- 
-Bembled with you, beloved son, all tlio 
•church bishops of yonr country. 
Tlii-y 


having complied with the desire which I 
had commnuicated to them through the 
sacred congregation of the propaganda 
that, after conferring with their sufl ra- 
gans, fihey should join counsels and delib- 
erate concerning the best method of cariut< 
for those Catholic children who attend 
tho public schools instead of Catholic 
schools. 


The things which you wisely decreed in 
that meeting were pleasing to the said 
archbishop of Lepanto, who bestowed mer- 
ited praise on your prudence, and cxpre.ssed 
his belief that these decrees would prove 
most useful. This judgment we also with 
grest pleasure confirm, and to yourselves 
and the other prelates then assembled with 
you, we give deserved praise for having 
thus opportunely responded to our counsel 
and our expectation, but, at that same time 
our said venerable brothers, wishing as it 
was our desire to settle the questions con- 
cerning the right instruction of Catholic 
youth, about which as above si-ated, con- 
troversy was being waged and writings 
published, with excited minds and angry 
feeling, laid before you certain propositions, 
put in shape bjr himself, touching upon 
both tho theoretical questions of the sub- 
ject and their practical application. 


AVhen the meeting of archbishops had 


seriously weighed the meaning and beai-- 
Ing of these propositions, and had asked for 
certain declarations and corrections in 
them, all this the archbishop of Lepanto 
cheerfully complied with. Which being 
done, the distinguished assemblage closed 
its session with ft declaration of gratitude 
and of satisfaction with the way in which 
he had fulfilled the commission intrusted 
to him by us. All this we find in the min- 
utes of the meeting, which you have taken 
care to send us.

He passes 
awiiy peacefully at, his residence in Pali 
Alto. 


Governor Stanford -was in the best o 


spirits Tuebday. Ho took a drive arounf 
his s,tock tarm and seemed as well as 
ever. He retired shortly after 10 o'clocl 
mid about midnight his valet going into 
the governor's bedroom discovered that 


i dead.

gently complied with by each of you. 


From the examination of these it became 


manifest to us that some of you found in 
the propositions no reason for apprehen- 
sion; while to others it seemed that the 
propositions partially abrogated the discip- 
linary law concerning schools enacted by 
the council of Baltimore and they feared 
than the diversity of interpretations put 
upon them would endanger said dissensions 
which would prove detrimental to tlia 
Catholic schools. 


After carefully weighing the matter, wa 


are intimately convinced that such inter- 
pretations are totally alien from the mean- 
ing of our delegate, as they are assured 
they arc from tho mu<d of thia apostolic 
Bee. 
From the principal propositions of- 


fered by him were drawn the decrees of ho 
third plenary council of Baltimore, and es- 
pecially we declare Catholic schools arc to 
be mMt sedulously promoted, and that it 
Is to beleft to the judgment and coflscienoo 


ol the ordinary to dscide according to tho 
circumstances, when 
ifc is lawful and 


when unlawful to attend 
the public 


schools. 


>>'ow, if the worfln of any speacker are ?o 


to be taken that tile latter part of his dis- 
course shall be understood to agree, and 
not to disagree, with what he had said be- 
fore, it is surely unbecoming and unjust so 
to explain hig after-utterances aa to make 
them disagree with the precading one.

Senator Stanford's death wa-3 received 
at tho cnpit.il with great sorrow, be- 
cause the California senator was a great 
favorite hero; but the news of his de- 
mise was not a surprise, because, whan 
he left here, his condition was such that 
his friends a&ii associates never expect- 
ed to see him return. 


Senator and Mrs. Stanford's life here 


was naturally a very prominent one. 
They came here eight years ago still in 
mourning over the loss of their only 
child, Leland 
Stanford, 
J r , whose 
death occurred two vears previous in 
Italy. After Mrs. St'ftnfordjaid aside 
her deep-mourning, she entertained 
every winter, in tha moat Biimptous 
style, tho bann.net given lo President 
and Mrs. Harrison being one of the 
grandest niid most notable over ghpn 
iu the L-api;al city. Both the senator 
and Mrs. Stanford wero liberal givers 
to charity, and 
their 
donations to 


asylums and simil-ir institutions weie 
regular features of each Christinas cel- 
ebration.

cutting dono whilo tho grass ia yet 
green—not very much later than tho 
blossoming period. 
Tlio latest; cut- 


ting of timothy should bo ii'ied for 
tlio hordes, the curlier cut 
fo,r milk 


cows auct young stock. TluTO is a puint 
in favor of cutting timothy quite early, 
especially where Iho litml is in good heart 
and capable of affording two crops in a 
season, By cutting; the first crop when 
the heads are well out and before bloom 
the two cuttings will afford coiiBuleia- 
bly iDoro hay Hum If left until later arid 
cut only once, and the quality v.'ill be 
eiihauced in proportion as tho albumi- 
noids and. other available nutritive prop- 
erties are secured in greatest abundance. 
When grass approaches maturity, these 
are less available. 


Farmers vary in their opinions con- 


cerning tho utility of hay caps. In or- 
dinary good haying seasons fanners are 
found who say that tho bother of put- 
ting on and taking oft and taking care 
of the caps overbalances tho benefits 
from their use. It is true that the ma- 
jority of our hay seasons aro hot and 
dry, and. the haying can be carried along 
without loss, but in wet weather there 
can bu but little doubt that hay caps are 
an immense advantage in protecting 
half mado bay from exposure to rain. 
In securing tho clover crop in the best 
condition a correspondent of Massachu- 
setts Ploughman, tho authority for tho 
foregoing, considuib hap caps a neces- 
sity. Ilca-vy dow&, which arc of nightly 
cccuicnco at the commencement of hay- 
ing, deteriorate tho quality of tlio newly 
mado clover hay more than is usually 
thought 
With a lot of hay caps protec- 


tion is nitordc'l, and one can be master 
of the situation. Clover cut in its giecn 
ttato when head hip; and wull will ed and 
thrown into pmall cocks and covered 
with caps may bo mado in peifoct safe- 
ty as regards tho ordinary woathor. 


The clover crop, as a rule, is not 


cut soon enough lo ntako good hay. 
J t is handlei"1 too much. 
Following 


aro directions for making clover hay 
given by The Farmers' fiovjew: Begin 
cutting as boon as tlio clover hoads aio 
in or ju-ifc past full bloom. Do not be- 
gin too early in the iDOining, but wait till 
tho dew is dried of» before htarlutg tho 
mower. Then 1U the clover lie as tho 
mower left it 1 ill the dew is off next day. 
Then set tlio tedder to work s,i as to 
scatter tho t-wathsi well up and leavu 
them lying loosely, &o tlie sun and wind 
can dry thocut clever, Whilo ono man 
is working tha tedder let tho mower go 
on cutting. Start tho horperako in time 
to have ono or two 'vnulrow^, or as much 
as will inako one load of hay, ready fur 
carrying btfoio goini^ to dinner. Aft<.r 
dinner draw in as f-oou as possible all 
that was cut tho dn.y before.
